Claims 34, 37-45 and 65-85 allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art of record, alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly 
suggest a mass flow controller comprising an at least one compensation means includes a 
compensation filter to receive the inlet pressure signal and to construct a false flow signal from 
the inlet pressure signal; wherein the flow meter includes a flow sensor adapted to sense fluid 
flow in the flow path and adapted to provide a sensor output signal indicative of the sensed fluid 
flow; and wherein the flow signal is determined by subtracting the false flow signal form the 
sensor output signal.
